nnd the anti-slavery force of England and 
France. And what says the very same Morn- 
ing Post, this curious compound of Jenkins 
and Rhodomonte, of plush and swash, in its 
to-day's issue, on occasion of Jefferson Davis' 
address ? Hearken to the Palmcrston or- 
acle : 

" We must look to this intervention as one 
that may be inoperative during a considerable 
period of time; and while tho Northern 
government is too distant to admit of its at- 
titude entering materially into this question, 
tho Southern Confederation, on tho other 
hand, stretches for a great distance along the 
frontier of Mexico, so as to render its friend- 
ly disposition to the authors of the insurrec- 
tion of no slight consequence. 

•' The Northern government has invaria- 
bly railed at our neutrality, but the Southern, 
with statesmanship and moderation, has re- 
cognized in it all that we could do for either 
party; and whether with a view to our tran 



aist a European invasion. It may not come 
immediately; but every month, while the war 
in the South lasts, will produce occasions of 
quarrel, which such nations as Great Britain 
grow daily more ready to make use of to force 
upon us another enemy. No protestations of 
good will on our part avail to put this oft'. 

"We need immediately a large fleet of light- 
draught fast gunboats, a full supply of tho 
best rifled cannon, a large number of the 
heaviest seacoast guns ( Rodman's fifteen-inch 
gun. ) and a few large iron clad floating bat- 
tcri«s. to assist in harbor defense. We should 
have not le«s than three hundred such vessels 
as the Pembina, Unadilla, and others recent- 
ly constructed, on the stocks at this moment; 
and so surely will we need tbem that ship- 
builders who havo tho means and facilities, 
will do a service to the country and make sure 
of a profit to themselves, if, pending the ac- 
tion of Congress in the matter, they will go 
on to build vessels of the proper kind as a 
private venture." 

Tho intelligent thinkcrsof the country have 
long entertained the above views. 



A Scarcity of Saltpetre. — At London 
it was stated that within a few days the whole 
of tho stock of saltpetre in market, about 
three thousand tons, had been purchased by 
the Government of tho United States, on 
terms which had raised the price from 37 
shillings to 43 shillings per hundred weight. 
It was predicted that the British government 
will summarily prohibit the clearance of this 
contraband of war. If the British govern- 
ment cut us off from saltpetre, powder will 
rise to a very high figure, for, except ineom- 
parntively small quantities and at high prices, 
saitpetre cannot be obtained outside of Brit- 
ish India.

BrIOAUE HF.AUqi'ARTKRSJ, > 

Beech Grove, Ky., Dec. 16, 1861. / 
To ihc People of Southeastern Kentucky : 

The Brigade I havo the honor to command, 
is hero for no purpose of war upon Ken- 
tuekians. but to repel those Northern hordes 
who, with arms in their hands, are attempting 
the subjugation of n sister Southern State. 
They havo closed your rivers, embargoed 
your railroads, cut oft' your natural and pro- 
per markets, left your stock nnd produce on 
hands almost valueless, and thereby almost 
destroyed tho valuo of your lands and labor. 
We have come to open again your rivers, to 
restore the ancient markets for your produce, 
and thereby to return to you the accustomed 
value of your lands and labor. They have 
represented us as murderers and outlaws. 
We havo come to convince you that we truly 
respect tbe laws, revere justico, and mean to 
give security to your personal nnd property 
rights. They have forced many of you to 
take up arms against us. We come to take 
you by the hand, as heretofore, as friends and 
brothers. Their Government has laid heavy- 
taxes upon you to carry on this unnatural 
war— one object of which is openly avowed 
to bo to set at liberty your slaves, and the en- 
suing steps in which will be to put arms in 
their hands and give them political and social 
equality with yourselves. We saw theso

Government Finances. 

The New York banks have resolved not to 
take the noxt $50,000,000 installment of the 
Government loan, of which they had the op- 
tion until January Jst. Mr. Cuaso has money 
enough to last until the 1st of February. In 
the meantime some r.cw scheme will have to 
be adopted. The New York World proposes 
the following plan : 

Congress must tax, beforeanother fortnight, 
enough to produce at least $200,000,000 per 
annum, say as follows : 

One per cent, tax on the eleven thou- 
sand millions of real and personal 
property named in Mr. Chase's re- 
port #110,000,000 

Six percent, on domestic manufactures 
estimated at a thousand millions 
perunnum on.O00.000 

Customs, receipts, land sales, etc 40,onu,000 

Total Si'u.uOO.UOO 

And authorize the issue of $500,000,000 in 1 
treasury 3.65 per cent, notes, convertible, at I 
the option of the holder, into treasury 7.30 • 
notes or six per cent, bonds; issue these of 
tho samo appearance and denominations as 
the present demand notes, and pay them to all I 
contractors nnd troops after passage of the 
bill. Let them bs received for all public dues 
at par, without the interest. 

These 3.65 treasury notes are tbe Knglish , 
exchequer bill system in principle, and do not 
attempt to crcato money or capital like de- 
mud notes, but simply furnish employment 
for those already in existence. As collateral 
security to any note thoy would command 
discounts from every bank in the country. 

The urgent need for immediate legislation 
to provido money at once renders these sug- j 
gestions more practicable than mooted schemes 
of doubtful constitutionality for banks and : 
demand notes legally made money. 

Suspension of the New York Banks. 

[From the Tribune of Monday. 1 

For the second time in but little over four 
years the banks of New York have suspended 
specie payments, and it is a curious coinci- 
dence that now, as in tho other case, they sol- 
emnly resolved a week or two before that they 
would not suspend. On the 17th October, 
1857, our banks suspended and resumed in No- 
vember following, tin that occasion the banks 
were driven to that course by a popular run 
for deposits, causing intense excitement in 
Wall street, and alter the specie reserve had 
run down to S5,8O0,O00. In the present case 
the banks close their doors with full vaults, 
over §22,000,000 in gold, and after a drain, 
which though steadily continued an exhaust- 
ive, has been unaccompanied by any popular 
excitcmont, and has come mostly from the 
large dealers with the banks and country cor- 
respondents. Boston and the West have 
drawn balances in gold very largely in the 
la-t two weeks, while the Government has 
taken in addition somo six millions per week. 
It has been for many days apparent to any 
one watching the coursouf the specie reserve 
that the question of suspension was only one 
of this week or next. The payments into the 
Sub-Treasury on tho calls of Mr. Cisco, in- 
stead of returning to tbe bank vaults in three 
or four days, wero absorbed in somo other 
quarter, with still other amounts in nddition. 
The loss of gold by the banks in two weeks 
has reached about $16,000,000, which has 
gone to the interior, to Boston, and into pri- 
vate pockets. The combined decreaso in two 
weeks of the banks and Sub-Treasury, it will 
be seen, is very large:

From the Green River Army— The Very Latest 
Intelligence. 

[Correspondence ot the Cincinnnti Gazrtte.l 
Louisville, Jan. 2, P. M. 

Tho rumors about the movements of the 
army at (ircun River are innumerable, sensa- 
tional, and ridiculous. Let me correct tho 
errors and state the facts, briefly : 

Gen. Buell has not "crossed Green River 
with an army of bO.000 men. ' In fact he 
hasn't crossed Green River with any percepti- 
ble advance, whether of 60,000 or of 60 men. 
Gen. Buekncr has not "advanced from Bow- 
ling-Gre.cn with his whole force," and he is not 
now engaging our forces at Munfordsville, 
with a view ofdestroying the railroad bridge, 
in fact a reconnotsance of eight miles across 
the river th» other day didn't show nny traces 
of Buckner. General Buell is nor in hourly 
expectation of a battleat "Green River," or if 
he is, he was taking tho "expectation'' very 
coolly last night, cosily established in his 
room at the hotel, wrapped in his dressing 
gown and smoking his cigar, as if his day's 
work were done, and there was nothing in 
tbe world to disturb him, till he should repair 
to his headquarters to-morrow. 

And, finally, our troops at Green River, 
regular and volunteer, aro not " marching 
forward toward Bowling-Green to meet tho 
enemy; " or, if they are, they are in the 
somewhat awkward predicament of not know- 
ing the fact themselves. 

Seriously, there are but two ways in which 
a tight on the Nashville line can become pos- 
sible. We must move up nnd attack the 
enemy, or the enemy must move down and 
attack us. 

As to the advance, I will simply say that I 
have ample reasons for stating that it in an 
absolute certainty that no general advance or 
aggressive movement, on our part, toward 
Bowling-Green, is intended for ot least two 
weeks to come. AoaTE.

Of this less than a million has gone abroad, 
consequently the country is as strong in specie 
now as then, but our city banks have been se- 
riously weakened. In this state of affairs it 
became ft question of policy for the bank* to 
decide whether to go on and pay out their 
coin to the last dollar, or to shut their doors at 
once. We are confident that more than one- 
half tho representatives of the banks at the 
meeting last week which adopted the resolu- 
tion of non-suspension, went to that meeting 
prepared to vote for suspension. They were 
then overruled by the representations of the 
managers of two or three prominent institu- 
tions, but tho caso was different to-day, when 
called together at the Merchants' Exchange 
Bank to consider their condition nnd to act. 
After a long and rather stormy session of 
some seven hours, it was voted with some dis- 
sentient voices, not to open their vaults on 
Monday morning. One or two banks — the 
City and Chemical — perhaps may go on pay- 
ing for some time, although the lattor bank, 
it is understood, bus lost $1,000,000 within the 
week. An attempt was made to postpone 
action until tho banks of Philadelphia and 
Boston could act in concert, and many reso- 
lutions of adjournment were offered, but all 
were voted down under the fixed determina- 
tion of the majority to settle tho question at 
once. The run for specie on Monday, under 
this new disturbance of the question, would 
have, no doubt, been severe, nnd postponement 
would not be listened to. The meeting also 
voted not to take the third $50,000,000 of 
Treasury notes, for which they have an op- 
tion until January 1. On motion, it was al- 
so resolved that in order that the semi-annual 
interest on the public debt due January 1, 
should bo promptly met, the banks would 
respond to one more call on the stock loan of 
$3,500,000 in gold, under the express condi- 
tion that the money so received should be de- 
voted only to the payment of the interest on 
the Federal debt. An attempt was made to 
include the draft in favor of the State of New 
York for $1,120,000, the proceeds of which 
were to be disbursed for the extinction of a 
portion of the debt of the State, but this 
motion failed. No other business of im- 
portance was transacted. Messrs. Gallatin 
nnd Runnett were added to tho Treasury 
Note Committeo, and Mr. Taylor resigned. 
AH but seven of the banks were represented at 
the meeting. 



Nkw York, Jan. 2. 
We learn from the Havana Diarie that the 

Governorof Vera Cruz was willing to evacuate 
the city, but demanded and received a respite 
of 24 hour*. Gen. Garetta, on landing, issued a 
proclamation to the troops and another to tho 
people, tho latter to the effect that the troops 
iiad come thither only to demand satisfaction 
for the failure of treaties and violence com- 
mitted against their compatriots and to obtain 
a guarantee against similar outrages. Tho 
great satisfaction of the army after fulfilling 
its mission from the Government, would be 
to return to its own country with the cer- 
tainty of having merited the affections of the 
Mexicans. 

Nearly 100 rifled cannon of tho latest pat- 
tern were found at San Juan. 

Providence, Jan. 2. 
The British steam gunboat Rinaldo left 
here at fivo o'clock, P. M., yesterday, with 
Mason and Slidell and their secretaries on 
board. The wind blew a hurricane all night. 

San Francisco, Cab, Jan. 2. 
Stormy weather has interrupted telegraph 
communication with the States andovcrthe Si- 
erra Nevada, since the 24th ult. Floods 
were renewed to a great extent throughout 
tbe valley portions of tho State. Sacramento 
and Stockton were again partially overflowed, 
without much additional damage. Business 
w ith the interior is suspended. More proper- 
ty Bm been destroyed by these freshets than 
by all the freshets heretofore since the coun- 
try has been settled by Americans. Weather 
pleasant to-day. 

Judge Hager yesterday issued an injunc- 
tion restraining the sale of Broderick's estato 
until the question of tho forgery of Broder- 
Ick's will be investigated. 

Washington, Jan. 2. 

Steamer Stepping Stone came up from the 
flotilla last night. The steamer, on her re- 
connoitering trip up Oceoquan bay lately, 
scattered tho rebels with three well directed 
shots from her 24 pounder rifled gun, the shells 
bursting right in the midst of tho rebel sol- 
diers; but on her return she was followed by 
riflemen, who, concealed behind trees, fired 
several bullets through her sides. One of tho 
shells passed through the Captain's berth. 
The new rebel battery is on Possum Nose, 
this side of Cock Pit Poiut, and is therefore 
the nearest battery to the city. At least one 
heavy rifled gun is planted there, as shells 
have been fired into tho mouth of Mattawa- 
mamnn creek. 

Gen. Benham has been released from arrest, 
and is ordered to report himself for duty at 
onco. The Court of Inquiry ignored the 
charges against him as soon as they were re- 
ceived. Col. Wilson's regiment of Mechanic 
Fusiloors has .been ordered to report to Gen. 
Lane at Fort Leavenworth. The line offi- 
cers will be selected from the State from 
which each company hails.

Democrat — Gentlemen: Wo have 
just received information from Cumberland 
Gap to the effect that Colonel Rains has been 
reinforced with three thousand rebels. The 
rebel cavalry to the number of 41 wero yes- 
terday at Flat Lick, about twenty-fivo miles 
this sido of the Gap. They camo down on a 
thieving and foraging expedition. We also 
nave news here to-day that the rebels are to 
be reinforced at tho Gap by General Floyd, 
with a force of nino thousand men. These 
reports need confirmation, but thoy are like- 
ly true. 

We are certainly in an exposed position. 
I will develop no facts that m'ght be of ad- 
vantage to the rebels, but the Government is 
certainly aware of our condition. If she in- 
tends to do anything on this important line, 
I think it high time she wasdoingsomothing. 
Is Col. Garrard s regiment to be always ex- 
posed as it has been since it was sent to Wild 
Cat? It is certainly discouraging, not only 
to the regiment, but to the loyal citizens of 
this end of the State and East Tennessee. 

The health of our regiment is only tolera- 
bly good. We have reported for duty about 
five hundred and fifty out of a full regiment. 
Let us have ft good force and move on to 
East Tennessee, to tho relief of the down- 
trodden and oppressed Unionists of that sec- 
tion.

Another Tragedy at Franklin, Kentucky. 

The following statement is but the sequel to 
a terrible tragedy which was enacted in the , 
same vicinity a few weeks ago: About a! 
month since tho community wero informed • 
that the rebel Gen. Huckner had sent a squad 1 
of soldiers to Franklin, Kentucky, to arrest 
one A. E. White and his band of marauders, 
who after killing Davis Whiteside, an old and ' 
respectable citizen of Simpson county, had 
taken refuge in and barricaded Georgo 
Bell's house. The soldiers, attended by the i 
marshal, attempted to arrest them; but White i 
and his party made fight, killing Richard Lee, 
a soldier from Louisville, and wounding an- 
other named William Keller, from Harrods- 
burg. Kentucky. Tho soldiers then charged 
upon the building, killing old man Bell and ' 
burning the building. White nnd the re- I 
mainder of his party escaped, and were at large I 
until last Saturday evening, when he returned j 
to Franklin and fortified himself in the Rail- 1 
i road Hotel, near tho depot, where he remain- 1 
ed until Wednesday morning, at which time 
ho sent one Solter Hoy out on the street with a 
double-barrel shotgun. Hoy had been in the 
street but a short time when he fired twice at 
Sam'l Bullen, Bullen returning both fires. 
Tho citizens then seized their arms, and, sur- 
rounding the house, demanded that White 
should give up his arms and go to jail, to 
which proposition AVhite agreed, pro- 
vided the citizens would first lay down their ' 
arms, w hich they did. On the way to jail, | 
however, White made three attempts to! 
wrench a gun from the guards with which to 1 
shoot the younger Whitesides, who had also! 
given up his arms. The same night about i 
thirty persons, supposed to be soldiers and ; 
friends of Richard Lee, went to the jail, and, | 
demanding tbe keys, went into the jail and 
shot White, two or throe times fatally. They j 
then turned John Roland, a soldier from Hat- 
ton's regiment, out of jail. Roland, it will j 
bo remembered, had been incarcerated for 
killing Davis Whitesides. None of tho party- 
were known to the jailer or his family.

Treatment of Croup. 

Croup is an inflammation of the inner sur- 
face of the windpipe. Inflammation implies 
Jieat: and that heat must be subdued or the 
patient will inevitably die. If prompt efforts 
aro made to cool the parts in case of an at- 
tack of croup, relief will be as prompt as it 
is surprising and delightful. All know that 
cold water applied to a hot skin cools it, but 
all do not as well know nnd understand, that 
hot water applied to an inflamed skin will as 
' certainly cool it off. Hence the application 
of cold water with linen cloths, or of almost 
boiling water with woolen flannel, aro very 
efficient in the cure of croup. Take two or 
three pieces of woolen flannel of two folds, 
large enough to cover the whole throat and 
upper part of the chest ; put these in a pan 
of water as hot as the hand can bear, and 
lwsr> it th-j« bet by adding "rater from a Vil 



ing tea-kettle at hand : let two of the flannels 
be in tho hot water all the time, and one on 
the throat ail tbe time, with a dry flannel 

covering the wet one, so as to keep the steam 
in to some extent; the flannels should not be 
so wet, when put on, as to dribble the water, 
for it is important to keep the clothing as dry 
as possible, and the boVly and feet of the child 
comfortable nnd warm. As soon as one flan- 
nel gets a little cool, put on another hot one, 
w ith as little interval of exposure as possible, : 
and keep up this process until the doctor 
comes, or until the phlegm is loose, the child 
easier, and begins to fall asleep; then gently 
wrap a dry flannel over tho wet one which is 
on, and the child is saved. When it wakes 
up, both flannels will be dry.

sary to philosophize on the English mind and 
motives in this case. The evidence of their 
quarrelsomeness ii unmistakable. The Eng- 
lish journals which admitted the legality of 
the seizure of the rebels, made it none the less 
a c ause for war. Usually a people who are 
clamorous for war, if they are not actually in 
the right, are blinded by passion or preju- 
dice so that they believe themselves right; 
but it is a remarkable feature of this case that 
the English press has generally conceded tho 
right of this seizure, according to British pre- 
cedents and decisions, while at the same time 
they are clamorous that it shall be made a 
cause for war, and have done their utmost to 
stir up tho unreasoning passions of the 
people. 

Usually it is the ignorant classes which are 
for war w ithout reason, but in England the 
upper classes are not only agitating for war 
without reason, but while admitting that they 
have no reason for war. The evil day is only 
put oft' by this concession. It will probably 
increase British insolence. Their papers, 
with a truly English ease of conscience, as- 
sume that our blockade of the Southern ports

Tho Hostility of Great Britain to the United 
States — The British Consul at Charleston. 

The New York Evening l'ost(Bepublican,) 
in an article upon Great Britain, says: 

In the first place, we hope it will consider 
whether, by conceding to Great Britain all 
that she claims in regard to the search of the 
steamer Trent, wu are likely to prevent a war 
with that power. We admit that a war with 



Great Britain at the present time is, by all 
means, to be avoided, if possible, without too

of our national greatness. The pcremptoii- 
ness of the demand sustains the American 
principle in the same way. and even more 
than Mr. Seward's argument in favor of it. 
Thus the great intellect of the Secretary of 
State discovers a blessing where the people 
apprehended an affliction, and reveals a 
entiling face behind the most frowning cloud. 

The principle which is established by this 
deliverv, is established by the terms of the 
demand. No supererogatory considerations 
on our side in favor of tho demand would 
change or add to its terms, nor affect the pre- 
cedent. We infer by tho telegraphic report 
of the demand, that it is made either on the 
principle that ships of a neutral powcrare ex- 
empt from search and seizure by belligerent 
powers, or that neutral ships have the right I 
to carry the embassadors of belligerents, ex- 
empt from search or seizure.

Yet, Mr. Seward says, "if the safety of this 
Union required the detention of the priseners, 
it would be done; " thus showingthnt thesafety 
of tho Union is paramount to the principle 
which has given it power and respectability; 
and showing also to the satisfaction of the 
world that mcnaco has had no influence upon 
us in deciding this question. But, the Secre- 
tary of State magnanimously says, "the effec- 
tual chock, and waning proportions of the ex- 
isting insurrection, as well asthe comparntive 
unimportance of the captured persons them- 
selves, when dispassionately weighed, happily 
forbid me from resorting to that defense.'' 
While the British demand sustains and es- 
tablishes a cherished American principle, 
Mr. Seward isalsogratified thatthefruit which 
we give up is of and ascidulous nature, which 
is not needed by the American stomach at 
this time, and. therefore, it is no sacrifice to 
forego it. In this special case, also, Mr. Sew- 
ard, with increasing magnanimity, waive* 
the duty of the Governments protect Amer- 
ican citizens from being delivered into the 
keeping of a foreign power, on tho ground 
that the citizens interested seem rather to 
prefer the keeping of the foreign power. This 
appears plausible, but Mr. Seward ought to 
be exceedingly cautious how he gives up anv 
right of Mason ami Siidell to theprotection of 
our Government against seizure by England. 
This feature shows how careful Mr. Seward 
has been in this delivery, to guard all our na- 
tional rights and all the rights of American 
citizens. 

AVar with England, added to tho rebellion 
at home, might peril our national preserva- 
tion, therefore, on the principle that self- 
preservation is the first principle of Nations 
as well as individuals, a war with England is 
to be avoided if possible. And on the same 
principle that a man gives up his purse to a 
highwayman to save his life, we had better 
give up these unimportant prisoners on any 
terms, than to have the navy and army of 
England brought to the aid of the rebellion, 
for the sake of holding them. Our civil war 
is an honorable excuse for avoiding a foreign 
war on any point which does not involve na- 
tional independence and territorial Integrity. 
AV'ere our power unbroken at home, we should 
not submit to this demand from England; 
but under those circumstances, England 
would never have made such a demand. In 
submitting to the necessity, we hope tho cor- 
respondence has been conducted with dignity 
and honesty on our side. 

But the belligerent propensity developed 
in the English people of till classes by this 
event, is a warning to us that war with Eng- 
land is a contingency which we may calculate 
upon as impending. So quarrelsome a dis- 
position as nas beon exhibited on this excuse 
—which was no real provocation — will not 
be long without some pretense for war. The 
English people believe that with their fleet 
they could annihilate ours, open the Southern 
ports, blockade tho Northern, and easily re- 
duce us to submission. If there is any nation 
that can be safely trusted with the power of 
trampling on others with impunity, it is not 
the English. They believe that their inter- 
vention in our affairs would open the trade of 
the South to them, relieve their manufactur- 
ing and commercial distress, forever divide a 
rival Power, and give them the ascendency 
in the trade with the South by peculiar con- 
ditions. If there is any nation which can be 



moval of Bunch from his post. Earl Russel' 
answered on the 9th of the same month, thai 
whatever Mr. Bunch had done was done b\ 
the ordor of the British Government, and de- 
clined to remove him. Our Secretary of 
State immediately afterward withdrew Bunch 't 
tucijuntur — the instrument recognizing hiruaj 
consul. 

The conduct of tho British Consul at Ha- 
vana, the principal representative of the Brit 
Uh Government in tlio island of Cuba, Wat 
of a like hostile nature. He procured and 
paid for the passage of the rebel commission- 
ers on board the steamer Trent, knowing their 
errand, and we are yet to see whether he will 
be dismissed from his post for that violation 
of the obligations of neutrality. 

But the most remarkable indication of hos- 
tility on the part of the British Government 
is yet to be related. In August last pur Min- 
ister, Mr. Adams, acting under instructions 
from Mr. Seward, had, after various delays 
and difficulties, negotiated a convention with 
Great Britain stipulating that privateering 
should be abolished, ami that the goods of 
privato persons, non-combatants, should be 
exempt from capture on the seas by vessels 
or war, adding other stipulations for thepro- 
tection of neutral commerce against seizures 
on the ocean. When this instrument was 
ready for signing, Earl Russell insisted on 
annexing to it a declaration which should ex- 
empt from the operation of the treaty the 
privateers of the Confederate States. We 
give it here : 

"In affixing his signature to the convention 
of this day, between her majesty the Queen 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and the United 
States of America, the Earl Russell declares, 
by order of Her Majesty, that Her Majesty 
does not intend thereby to undertake any en- 
gagement which shall have any boaring, di- 
rect or indirect, on the internal differences 
now prevailing in the United States." 

Of course, Mr. Adams could not consent to 
take the convention thus mutilated, with an 
exception to its provisions so important and 
capable of so wide a construction. He de- 
clined to allow the rebel privateers the free 
range which Earl Russell dosired to secure I 
for them, and the convention- was never sign- 
ed.

Fearful Ravages of tho Charleston Fire. 

[Richmond Examiner's Correspondence.] 

Charleston, S. C, Dec. 15. 

Our people have scarcely yet awakened 
from the trance of horror and dismay into 
which they were plunged by the great disas- 
ter of Wednesday night and Thursday morn- 
ing. The more carefully I survey the path 
of the tiro, the more shocking is the sense of 
utter desolation and distress which creeps 
over me. The newspapers here have pub- 
lished long an elaborateaceountsof the fright- 
ful event of the week, but they do not and 
cannot picture a tithe of the public and pri- 
vate losses, the keen individual suffering and 
general gloom which have fallen upon the 
noble old city of Charleston. To give any- 
thing like a full history of these would re- 
quire a book of very respectaele size. 

There is no doubt whatever that the fire 
was purely the result of accident. It proba- 
bly originated from the sparks of a camp fire 
which was little to the windward of the large 
sash factory where the flames first burst forth. 
A furious gale had just arisen, and in less 
than an hour the lower portion of the city 
was on fire in a dozen places. The wind 
whirled about great chunks of burning wood 
for a distance of many blocks from the blazing 
tenements, and the vast multitude of these 
red flakes, lighting up the air, gave to the 
scene the aspect of a fiery snow storm. The 
conflagration attained its full width among 
the dry and ancient tinder-box shanties of 
Stan and Market streets. From that neigh- 1 
borhood it s-vept rapidly and resistlessly for- j 
ward, spreading neither to the left nor to the 
right, but borne by the wind in a straight 
line, diagonally through the city, until it had 
cleared its road of ruin from tile Cooper to I 
the Ashley river. It is somewhat singular | 
to mark the clearness with which the broad 
lint pursued by the fire is defined. Indeed, ' 
so furious and unchanging was tho gale that 
blew during the whole of that fearful night, ■ 
that I think it actually served as a protection i 
to the houses situated on cither side of the 
lino of the fire; inasmuch as it kept the flames 
Surging and roaring steadily onward and 
gave them no opportunity to turn, or to bend, 
or to spread. 

The most irreparable of the results of this 
awful calamity is the wholesale destruction of, 
the antiquities of our city. Great numbers of 
those grand old mansions of revolutionary 
memory, which have given to Charleston the I 
prestige which attaches to every city of the 
ancient regime, now lie blackened and smoul- \ 
dering heaps of ruins. The stately halls in 
which the rebels of '76 were wont to live and 
move are lost to the rebels of til. The an- 
cestral* homesteads of the Heywards, the 
Laurences, the Pinckneys, the Middletons. 
the Haynes. and of many other families whose 
names nre entwined with the history of the 
Stale, are leveled with the. ground. It it 
now impcssible to go from that portion of the 
city in which are situated the Battery, the 
Postoffice, and the City Hall, to the neigh- 
borhood of the Charleston Hotel, or to any 
] art of Wentworth street, without passing 
through whole blocks of the dcstolated tract 
encumbered by huge piles of stone, brick, and 
charred rafters. Thoic who are unacquainted 
with these localities will be able to form some 
idea of the extent of the fire from the fact that 
its sweep embraced about a quarter of a mile 
in width, and fully a milo in length, through 
the very heart and oldest quarter of the city. 

Much of the movable property which had 
been taken from the houses was consumed, j 
owing to the fact that it was foolishly placed J 
in the street some distance ahead of where 
the fire was raging, but at a point over which I 
the Are swept a little later. It is appalling to 
think of the immense quantities of rich and 
old fashioned furniture, the accumulation of; 
rare and costly libraries, the well stored eel- 
Ian of old wines, beyond all price, and the 
mass of household relics and effects of every 
kind, which have been swept away, and 
which, in the present state of affairs, it will 
be found quite impossible to replace. 

The firemen worked with all the energy of 
desperation; but their efforts, in the face of I 
the fierce gale, wero of very little avail. The 
only really effectual check given to the con- \ 
flagration was due to the resolute and prompt j 
course of General Ripley. Mounted and ac- 
companied by his staff, he rode swiftly hither 
and thither, often through streets over which 
the flames were already madly arching, his 
face and person blackened with smoke, giving 
his orders with his characteristic clearness and 
decision. 

In the earlier period of the fire he saw its 
fearful character, and gave orders to blow up 
(be entire lino of buildings next in front of j 
those which were burning. Had this order 
been promptly carried out, perhaps the ex- 
tent of the conflagration might have been 
very materially lessened ; but some delay or 
hesitation occurred, and the auspicious mo- 
ment passed. Subsequently the General him- 
self superintended tho work of blowing up 
the endangered ranges, and there can be very 
little doubt that the safety of tho Orphan 
Asylum, tho Roper Hospital, containing 
two hundred and forty sick, and the jail, 
in which the Yankee prisoners were confined, 
is due solely to his ready assumption of the 
gravo responsibility of blowing up the in- 
tervening houses. 

I cannot attempt to particularize even the 
principal losses. The St. Andrew's Hall was 
the scene of the solemn separation by the 
Convention of the State of South Carolina I 
from tho United States. Tho Institute Hall, 
(alias, "Secession Hall,' ) in which the act 
Was enthusiastically ratified by tho people, is, 
to Charleston, what Faneuil Hall is to Boston. | 
The Cathedral of St. Finbar, built of brown 
•torn, was a structure equaled in grandeur by 
very few edifices in the Confederate States, j 
The Mill s House had a most singular escape, 
the Are having burned furiously on three 
■idea of it. But, if I should begin to dwell j 
upon incidents like these, my letter would j 
soon reach an unseemly length. 

Heavy, indeed, would be the coffers of our 
Insurance companies, if they could stand a 
blow like this, in which the losses must be 
Counted by millions. Some of them may 
survive, but it is now admitted that most of 
our city companies will barely be able to pay 
the amount of the insurance with their whole ', 
capital. This, of course, will be ruinous to 
the stockholders. 

Rumor hath it that the blockading squadron 
fired a salute during the conflagration. It is 
certain that a number of guns were beard on 
tho harbor, but whether they were meant as 
an evidence of the brutal joy of the Yankees 
is a matter of doubt. It is not difficult topre- 
dict that the Northern newspapers will gloat 
like vampires over the terriblecalamity which 
has occurred. But let their hireling hosts, ap- 
proach and they will find the spirit of our 
people is unshaken in their woe, and that 
those who have bowed to the sorrow with 
which Providence has afflicted them, are not 
yet prepared to succumb to the invader. 

The destitution here is awful. I am glad 
to be able to add that the most liaberal and 
extensive measures are being taken to remedy 
the wide-spread suffering. 

Our sister States and communities are nobly 
rallying to the rescue. Georgia (the State) 
has given her "mite" of one hundred thous- 
and dollars; Savannah ten thousand; Au- 
gusta eleven thousand, and the citizens of 
Charleston have already rolled up more than 
fifty thousand ; New Orleans and the other 
cities of the Confederacy are bestirring them- 
selves, and there is no doubt that the millions 
needed will speedily be forthcoming.

"0! If we 0nl.v had a Jackson." 

Some of us who went through the Jackson 
political fights, from 1828 to 1830, arc every 
now and then startled with the cry of one of 
his old traduccrs, "O! if we only had a Jack- 
son 1" You once had a Jackson, but you were 
as willfully ignorant of the great virtues of 
that life-long patriot then, as you seem to bo 
of men and things at tho present day. You 
never seem to learn until the time of learn- 
ing is past being of any use to you. We 
were once surrounded by five or six Metho- 
dist preachers, of the anti-Jackson pursua- 
lion, in those "good old days," trying to per- 
suade us that it was both unpatriotic and 
very unchristian, to support Jackson, and ap- 
pealed to our pride as a young man, to be- 
ware of a future, as the stigma of Jackson- 
ism would ruin us in after times. We felt 
the prayer in our heart, at the time: "Father, 
forgive them," <fcc, and left them to learn 
wisdom by time and experience. 

The insults offered to that great and good 
President, were continuous and malignant, 
almost to a revolution, which only seemed to 
be suppressed by their fears. 

The case of the "figure head" of tho ship 
Constitution, which created such intense ex- 
citement and wild exultation' by the enemies 
of Gen. Jackson, will be well recollected by 
a great many of our -readers, who were then 
old enough to read the newspapers. 

A correspondent of the New York Herald, 
who has been making a tour through New 
England, hunting up cotton ncurs and other 
items of interest, among the manufacturing 
towns, thus revives tho "figure head" affair: 

"A Rkminiscknce. — 'O, if we only had a 
Jackson — if we had but an Old Hickory in 
these times of public peril,' is a cry beard in 
many parts of the North about these days; 
and as 1 happened to stumble accidentally upon 
a reminiscence of Jackson a few days ago, it 
may as well be related, so that those who de- 
sire to fall down and worship the image of 
the old hero may do so, and not go very far 
from Lowell either. It may be remembered 
that on the night of the 2d July, 1834, some 
daring individual approached the wooden 
figure of Jackson placed on the bows of the 
Constitution frigate, then moored off the 
Charleston, Mass., Navy Yard, and sawed off 
a portion of the head of the then President 
of the United States. This figure head has 
been restored, and placed in the grounds of 
Mr. Jonathan Bowers, at Willow Dale, about 
four miles from Lowell. The comments of 
some newspapers, still in existence, upon the 
act might be now revived with curious effect. 
On receiving the news in Wheeling, Ya., the 
people rang the bells, assembled in public 
meeting, and passed resolutions approvingthc 
act. 'So odious,' thereupon observed the Bos- 
ton Courier of July 21, 1834, is the name of 
Jackson in Western Virginia.' The same 
paper, same date, says the deed was commit- 
ted by 'some daring friend of the constitu- 
tion.' and termed the placing of the figure 
head on the frigate 'an attempt to disgrace 
that noble 6hip.' The New York Commer- 
cial, about the same dale, indulged in some 
flippant remarks on the act. alleging that the 
head might have been 'charmed' oft'; that 
Col. Crockett might have -grinned it off; 
that Major Jack Downing had claimed it, to 
be 'hung up as a mirror' in the office of the 
Downing Gazette ; that it had been stricken 
off by a thunderbolt; but whatever may have 
been ihe case, remarked the Commercial, 'the 
result is unquestionable — the head of Andrew 
Jackson is no longer conspicuous upon an 
American frigate.' 

"And now. and only a little above a quar- 
ter of a century has elapsed since the dis- 
graceful act was committed, the country rings 
with the cry, Ob, for a Jackson.' His restored 
or resurrected resemblance can be seen as 
above. Admittance nothing."

• mong themselves, so that if they shall be 
uolved in war. they will as far as possible, 
elieve and palliate its calamities; therefore

1. lie it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the ConimomecaUlt of Kentucky, That the 
invaders must bo expelled: inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility of the State, and of defending nnd pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 
'2. Further resolved, That General Roberi 
Anderson, a native Kontuckian. w ho has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, be requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Jiesolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to cspel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens property 
shall bo taken or confiscated because ot 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Sisolved, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be 
requested to give all the aid in his power to 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that he call out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that be place the 
same under the command of (Jen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

5. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kcntuckian is invoked, nnd is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto 
lo thecontrary notwithstanding, and aretherc- 
forethe law of the land, I do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this Stato to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, nnd in 
obedience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the call wfiich the said 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

"Whereas, the following Act, to-wit: 
An act lo raise volunteer Jorcts lo repel the inva- 
sion o f lite State, and for other purposes. 

§ 1 . Be il enacted by the General Asstmbluof the 
Commonwealth o f Kentueky, That as the noil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so called Confederate States; therelon, for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the Governor 
of the Slate of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents nud 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and lorty-tive veins, to be mustered, into the 
service ol this Commonwealth for any teTjn 0 f 
service not lest than twelve months nor more 
than three years, from the time they were mus- 
tered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

4 2. That the Governor be, and be is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said lorce, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

v 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned ollieers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions ot this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in vt liich they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by his orders; 
anil when so mu^tired into service, shall be liien 
and there entitled to receive iu advance one 
months pay, lo be taken and considered as part 
of their pay. 

v 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided lor by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General commanding the State forces in the 
field. 

Y 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : I'rovidetl, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless l,is skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
commund, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided aUo, That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per mouth of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

§ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them lo elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

v 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of squadrons, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the ollieers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; and such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Board the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

§ 9. That the commanding General shall b* 
entitled toappoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
td article of the act, entitled "An act for the 
better organization of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, ltfill ; aud he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, J 1th, and 12ih sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

y 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into squadrons, battalions, iv: am is, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
ol the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

(11. This act to be of force from its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of 
tbe General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections there- 
to to the contrary notwithstanding, and is 
therefore the law of the land. Now, 
therefore. I, do hereby issue this, my 
proclamation, commanding all officers and 
citizens of this State to render obedience 
to all the requirements of said above recited 
act.
